Greek Delegates Leave For 
Germany and Russia 
To Report 


Lausanne. Feb. 7 — l'ho Turkish and 
(Russian delegations in the Near East 
peace conference, headed respective­ 
ly by Ismet l*asha and George Tchit- 
cherin, departed today. The treaty is 
still unsigned and there are no indi­ 
cations that it will be in the imme 
diate future. 
That Ismet believes the negotiations 
will be renewed was indicated by a 
statement he made just before he 
boarded the train a t 6:40 o’clock. 
"I do not consider that the peace 
conference is ended,” s*td Ismet. “I 
am availing myself of this opportun­ 
ity to go to Angora to report to my 
government. 
The future course of 
development is up to the Angora as­ 
sembly," 
Tsmet Pasha said he expected to 
return to Lausanne in three or four 
weeks. Indicating th at it would be a 
month before the treaty is signed, if 
it is signed at all.

FRANCE’S HARD JOB IN GERMANY. 


Confusion of purpose and action is working havoc with the 
relations of France and Germany, and therefore it is working 
havoc with the peace of Europe. 
The French occupation of the 
Ruhr region is marked by increasing confusion because of con­ 
flicts between French and civil authorities, as well as conflicts 
with the German national and local authorities and with indus­ 
trial leaders. The end of the chaotic conditions now developing 
is not easy to forsee, but it is at least certain that the end will be 
unfortunate. France is employing military force and such mili­ 
tary methods as martial law and courts-martial in an effort to 
compel the Germans to exercise genuine co-operation in indus­ 
trial activities. It is not in human nature to work wholeheartedly 
under compulsion. The basic idea of the French government in 
emploving force to compel German workers on German soil to 
extract coal for France is a mistake which rebounds with violent 
and disastrous effect upon France as well as upon Germany. It 
is an attempt to ran counter to the dictates of human nature. 
Only in slavery or in war can men in large numbers be compelled 
to work involuntarily; and even in war civilized nations will not 
compel prisoners to work against their own country. 


BY WORK ONLY CAN YOU “GET THERE.*’ 


Vice President Coolidge thinks it is a great mistake to sup­ 
pose that under some form of government or in some advanced 
state of civilization people can exist without effort 
and 
live 
wholly at ease. 
He says: 
“The opposite conclusion would be 
more nearly correct. 
It requires less intelligence, less skillful 
effort to live among a tribe of savages than to maintain existence 
under the average condition of modem society. 
Independence I 
liberty, civilization are hard to bear. It is not sloth and ease, but 
work hand achievement which are the ideals of today. Self-control 
is arduous; self-government is difficult. 
Always there is the 
temptation that some element of these should be surrendered in 
exchange for security and ease. The appeal to passion and pre- j 
judice always lies in this direction. 
The proposal to despoil!; 
-others of their possessions is a manifestation of the same spirit. 
This is the reason that to certain of our native born and more 
often to our foreign born the American republic proves a disap­ 
pointment. 
They thought that self-government meant the ab­ 
sence of all restraint; that independence meant living without 
work, and that freedom was the privilege of doing what they 
wanted to do.”

HAS JUST RIDDEN 2,000 MILES IN EUROPEAN AIR. 
Grover C. Loening, President of the Loening Aeronautical) 
Engineering Corporation, New York, after a tour of Europe, is con-; 
vinced that America.leads the world in aviation. From this sweep­ 
ing assertion he excepts not even France, which heads all nations 
in military planes. Mr. Loening has just completed a 2,000-mile 
aerial circuit of Europe. He used practically every kind of flying 
machine, from the latest Fokker to the London-to-Paris Handley- 
Paige. 
In his early thirties, Mr. Loening is engaged chiefly in 
manufacturing marine airplanes for the United 
States 
navy. 
“Europe leads in air subsidies,” declared Mr. Loening, “commer- J 
dally subsidized air lines being unknown in America; but I am not 
sure America is not better off with the impetus of ordinary com­ 
petition. From a military standpoint, a ir army aviation, though 
not so large as that of France, is equal in technical detail. 
In 
naval aviation we are way ahead, especially in torpedo planes and 
shipboard airplanes, which are being specially developed by en­ 
gineers in the navy.” 


OUR “AMERICANIZED” INDIANS. 
Indians are no longer a vanishing race. They are beginning to 
come back as they adopt the ways of civilization. America now 
has about 341,000 Indians, an increase of 13,500 in ten years. The 
Indians were inured to the open air and hardships, 
and 
suc­ 
cumbed to civilization, and still the longevity and health of mod­ 
ern man surpass those of the ancient days. Sanitation and science 
were practical^ unknown to them. They survived only through 
their hardiness, physical strength, ererci*e, and abundance of 
fresh air. The primitive age is gone, and the Indian has adapted ■ 
his customs to those of the ruling race, and with all the bene­ 
fits of modern progress the descendants of the original Ameri­ 
cans should gain in numbers. 
But the genuine Indian is prac­ 
tically extinct. 
He has been or is being Americanized just as 
are the immigrants, and is becoming a product of the huge melt­ 
ing pot. There are 66,000 Indian children in schools learning how 
'.o be good citizens of the United States. But when they look at 
America todav, with its tremendous wealth, its world vision, 
must they not* regret the lost opportunities. Or would they pre­ 
fer the wild, freedom of the past?

FRANCE'S HARI) JOB IN GERMANY. 


Confusion of purpose and action is working havoc with the 
relations of France and Germany, and therefore it is working 
haven with the peace of Europe. 
The French occupation of the 
Ruhr region is marked by increasing confusion because of con­ 
flicts between French and civil authorities, as well as conflicts 
with the German national and local authorities and with indus­ 
trial leaders. 
The end of the chaotic conditions now developing 
is not easy to forsee, but it is at least certain th a t the end will be 
unfortunate. 
France is employing m ilitary force and such mili­ 
tary methods as m artial law’ and courts-m artial in an effort to 
compel the Germans to exercise genuine co-operation in indus­ 
trial activities. It is not in human nature to work wholeheartedly 
under compulsion. 
The basic idea of the French government in 
employing force to compel German workers on German soil to 
extract coal for France is a mistake w’hich rebounds with violent 
and disastrous effect upon France as well as upon Germany. 
It 
is an attem pt to ran counter to the dictates of human nature. 
Only in slavery or in "war can men in large num bers be compelled 
to w’ork involuntarily; and even in war civilized nations will not 
compel prisoners to work against their own country. 


BY WORK ONLY CAN YOU “GET THERE.” 


Vice President Coolidge thinks it is a great mistake to sup­ 
pose th at under some form of government or in some advanced 
state of civilization people can exist without effort 
and 
live 
wholly at ease. 
He says: 
“The opposite conclusion would be 
more nearly correct. 
It requires less intelligence, less skillful 
effort to live among a tribe of savages than to m aintain existence 
under the average condition of modern society. 
Independence 
liberty, civilization are hard to bear. It is not sloth and ease, but 
work and achievement which are the ideals of today. Self-control 
is arduous; self-governm ent is difficult. 
Always there is the 
tem ptation th at some element of these should be surrendered in 
exchange for security and ease. 
The appeal to passion and pre­ 
judice always lies in this direction. 
The proposal to despoil^ 
others of their possessions is a m anifestation of the same spirit. 
This is the reason th a t to certain of our native born and 
more 
often to our foreign born the American republic proves a disap­ 
pointment. 
They thought th a t self-government m eant the a b ­ 
sence of all restrain t; th at independence m eant living w ithout 
work, and th at freedom was the privilege of doing w hat 
they 
wanted to do.”

In his early thirties, Mr. Loening is engaged chiefly in 
m anufacturing marine airplanes for the United

navy.
